REPRESENTATIVE ALLEN. 
THE SUPFERER DEAD. 

WasHINGTON, D. C., April 8.—Represéentative 
Allen, of Missouri, died this morning. Thomas 
Alien was born in Pittsfield, Mass., Aug. W. 1813. 
At 16 years of age he entered Union Coliege and 
graduated in 1882. In October of the same year 
he went to New York and commenced the study 
of law. In 1834 he assumed the editorship of the 
Family Magazine, a position ke held for two 
years. In lc he was admitted to the bar in 
New York. In 1887 be began the publication of 
the Madisunian, at Washington, D. C., and was 
elected Public Printer. In the spring of 1842 he 
took up bis residence in St. Louis, where he 
married and bas since resided. During the 
years ending 1861, he was engaged in the law and 
banking business, and also became engaged in 
railroading, being the leading spirit in such 
enterprises in Missouri, and also in the founding 
of many agricultural and horticultural societies 
in the State. He served as State Senator for @ 
number of terms, and all through the War was 

AN ARDENT UNION MAN, 

sustaining the cause with his money and by his 
speeches. In 1867 he purchased the Iron Mount- 
ain Railroad, which was then 646 miles in extent. 
In 1871 be endowed Washington University at 
St. Louis with the interest of $40,000 at 7 per 
cent. In 1872 he was elected President of the St. 
Louis University Club, an organization com- 
posed of dllettanti and literary persons, and in 
1878 ne was made LL.D. by this alma mater, He 
rebuilt the Southern Hotel in St. Louis with his 
own means, and did much to aid the city in ail 
enterprises looking to its growth and success as 
a commerciai city. In 1880 be was elected to 
Congress from the Second District of Missouri 
by a majority of 2. over Rosenblatt, Repub- 
nean. He wasa wan of une personal appear- 
ance, and had am a f Or several 
milhons of dollars.

Mr. Clarence King, who has been engaged 
by the Census Bureau in collecting the sta- 
tistics of the production of the precious met- 
als, has just concluded his investigations. and 
reports the aggregate for the year ending 
May 21, 1880, in the following table:

There is not much donbt that this state- 
ment is more accurate than any of the earlier 
investigations, and it presents detalls that are 
of interest and value. It will be seen that 
California still leads by great odds in the 
production of gold, while Colorado stands at 
the head in the production of silver, followed 
closely by Nevada. The resources of the 
deep mines of California, mainly in the Bodie 
district, have been found.to exceed the sur- 
face yield of auriferous gravel, and the latter 
mines are being rapidty exhausted. The 
mines of Nevada, which had the lead from 
1871 to 1879, show a notable decrease in yield, 
owing mainly to the diminution in the Com- 


stock lode, which has fallen off 84 per cent 


within four years. The lack of the water- 
supply in that State makes it impossible to 
work the gravel deposits as thoroughly as in 
California. It has been found that the Utah 
mines are remarkably steady in their yield, 
varying but little from year to year. Thechief 
development of the Arizona resources v1 1 
amore recent date than that of the ce 
report, aud it may be expected that they — 
take amore prominent place in future re- 
ports because the Arizona mines are now in 
course of more systematic and bitsiness-like 
development than ever before. The opening 
of the Leadville district and neighboring 
silver deposits gave to Colorado the sudden 
increase from a production of three or four 
millions a year to nineteen millions in 1880, 
Prospecting in Alaska has proved to be very 
disappointing, but the resources of Idaho, 
Dakota, Washington Territery, Montana, 
and New Mexico can hardly be said to have 
been tested yet. The most important gen- 
eral fact in relation to the precious metals is 
to be found in a comparison of the 
yield of 1880 thus officially reported, 
and the approximate yield of 1881 re 
ported by Mr. Valentine, the Super- 
intendent of Wells, Fargo & Co.’s Ex- 
press. The total production of gold and 
silver for 1880 was, in round figures, about 
$74,500,000, while that of 1881 was nearly 
$77,000,000. But of this the proportion of 
gold in 1880 was $35,579,003, while bi 1881 it 
fell off to $31,869,686, while the proportion of 
silver increased from $41,110,957 in 1880 to 
$45,077,829 in 1881. All the researches go to 
show that the diminished yield of the gold 
mines is steady and indicates very rapid ex- 
haustion, This is true not only of American 
gold mines, but of the gold deposits in all 
parts of the globe, while the new discoveries 
are almost entirely in silver. In the face of 
this uniform experience, is it wise or reason- 
able to advocate the conducting of increas- 
ing commerce upon the basis of gold money 
exclusively ?

ABUSE OF HORSES-—DUTY OF THE HU- 
MANE SOCIETY 


There is no question that the horse is the 
noblest, handsomest, most willing and pa- 
tient, and the worst-abused animal in the 
service of man. He is subject not only to 
the ignorance of stupid drivers, who know 
less than himself, but to the brutality of 
cruel drivers who tax him beyond his 
strength and then beat him or unmercifully 
lash him for errors that are due to meir own 
ignorance. In a majority of cases a horse, 
it left to himself, will .get away from an im- 
pending danger quicker and easier than if 
left to the fears and rasimess of his driver. 
The only mistake Nature has made relative 
to the horse is in leaving him unacquainted 
with his strength and effective me s of 
using it. It may be, as the poets and Mme of 
the philosophers claim, that the horse apd 
other animals regard man as a God, and so 
implicitly and reverently obey him. If they 
only knew their strength, however, and when 
to use it, they would teach the stupid god 
who drives them some very useful lessons, 
and they certainly could be trusted to use it, 
for in most cases they are more sensible than 
their drivers. 

Cruelty to the horse, however, is not confined 
to ignorance on the one hand and brutality 
on the other. There are hundreds of intelli- 
gent and wealthy people in every community 
owning valaable and high-bred horses, and 
livery-stable keepers whose knowledge of 
the horse ought to teach them better, who 
harness their aulmals in such manner that it 
is simply refined torture. Any one who has 
his eyes about him on our streets and ave- 
nues can see hundreds of noble horses toss- 
ing their heads about, with bloody, nostrils 
and mouths and strained eyes, and suffering 
excruciating pain from that instrument of 
torture, the modern overhead check. For 
the use of it there is no excuse but 
the vanity of its owner, who thinks that 
it imparts style to his animal, which 
is no exeuse at all. What amount 
of suffering it entails upon his horse he 
would understand if be were hitched to a 
load himself, and then had his head merci- 
lesly drawn back, his face turned upwards, 
his eyes blinded by the sun, and some brutal, 
ignorant fool to lash him along the street.

How any person possessing ordinary intel- 
ligence, kindness, or humanity ean adopt 
this barbarous fashion can only be explained 
by the impression they have that the horse 
thus drawn back with the straight strap 
over his neck shows more “Style.” The 
eruelty of this practice has been exposed 
over and over again, but the abuse still con- 
tinues. It now remains for the Humane So- 
ciety to do its work thoroughly and at once. It 
has been shamefully negligent in the matter, 
perhaps, because many of the owners of these 
horses are -wealthy. But a wealthy man’s 
horse suffers just as much and perhaps more 
than a poor man’s, because itis high-spirit- 
ed, nervous, and higher-bred.

Marvelous as have been the discoveries and 
inventions in the way of telephones, it seems 
probable that we are yet but in the infancy 
of their utility. The result of late experi- 
ments has been the establishment of tele- 
phone communication between Boston and 
New York, by which conversation has been 
carried on over the distance of 240 miles—that 
is, to and from Boston--and not only has the 
conversation been conducted intelligently 
and easily, but with a distinctness that has 
hitherto not been obtained through tele- 
phones. This improvenient has been reached, 
not through any particular change ia the in- 
struments, but by a chemical manipulation 
of the carbon and the use of a current four 
times as strong as the ordinary one. Mr. 
Chinnock, the electrician of the Metropoli- 
tan Telephone Company of New York, thus 
states the operation of the machine under the 
new discovery. He says: 


Two weeks ago | went to Boston to consult 
with the Bell Telephone r The chief 
electrician of the company, acgques, said 

he had — > Show that would ae- 
tonish me. Some twenty feet away from where 
I sat was an ordinary telephone, exactly like 
those — use all over thie city. Mr. Jacques 
came us he ci door a voice as loud 
and 1 as lam talking to youin now, said: 
“Good morning, Mr. Cainnock. How do you 
like Boston?” I looked around in amazement, 
and said to Mr, Jacques: Have you a speak- 
ing-tube here? No.“ he replied, * that is the 
telephone.” I thought at tirst that it was gome 
practical joke, but after a few moments’ in- 
vestigation I became convinced chat a great ad - 
vuoce had been mude in science. 


This same gentleman says that the pres- 
ent handphones can be made to give forth 
sounds as loud and distinct as the haman 
voice itself, and that hereafter the call bell 
will be unnecessary, as the voice can be 
heard as far as the bell, Thus, standing in 
Bostom he heard a voice from the telephone 
call Miss Taylor, a lady sitting in an adjvin- 
ing room, at least forty feet away, and the 
lady heard the call and came from the other 
room to answer it. He further explains the 
possibilities of the future of telephones: 


When the voice comes trom a distance, as 
from Boston to New York, it is necessary to 
speuk quite loudiy, but not to shout, for the 
voice to be heard atinetiy in all parts of the 
room in this city; but by putting the handphone 
to the cura whisper can be heard from Boston to 
New York. By using what is known asa metailic 
circuit—two wires instead of one—conversations 
have been carried on with ease over 480 miles of 
country. Isee no reason why conversation can- 
not be carried on between New York afd San 
Francisco, and bave no besitation in saying that 
within a year conversation between bere and 
Chicago will be a matter of hourly occurrence. 
No change whatever will be necessary in the 
present apparatus, except in substituting four 
— one and in differently - prepa car- 


The imagination is free to count up what 
will be the result when a man in Chicago 
can go to his telephone and call up by a 
simple hello“ any person he wishes in St. 
Louis, New York, Washington, Boston, or 
New Orleans, and speak to him freely, and 
as distinctly, and with no greater voice, 
than if he were present in the same room. 
Electricity has made marvelous strides since 
Morse, less than forty years ago, Strung his 
first wires and opened his first line of tele- 
graph, a distance of forty miles. The tele- 
phone has already surpassed that, and it 
is impossible to place any limitation 
upon its possible capacity, The promise is 
now thatina very brief time conversation 
between cities and towns and States and sec- 
tions of the country will be as common and 
as universal as it is now between the differ- 
ent parts of this city, and that the telephone 
of the future will be so far improved and en- 
larged and adapted to common use that con- 
versation between people will know no in- 
terference by the mere accident of distance.

When eotton 
was selling in New York for $1.80 per pound 
it is not strange that the price of cotton 
goods sheuld bave been 75 cents and more 
per yard. Secondly, the War prices in part 
represented the great depreciation of the cur- 
rency. Gold touched 285 in 1864. The ap- 
parent price of every staple article was there- 
fore two and eighty-five-one-hundredths 
times its real price. But the main fact 
that, when prices aradually declined 
to the specie standard, the — specific 
duties were not decreased in proportion, 
but in many cases increased, is not touched by 
the flimsy and evasive reply of the monopo- 
lists’ organ.

Tue Irish Land Court continues to break 
leases which the tenant has signed under threats 
or coercion of landlords, and to set them aside. 
The tenant can then apply to the Land Coart to 
fix a fair judicial lease for fifteen years. The 
Dublin Nation of March relates the following 


case in point: 

The Chief Land Commissioners on Monday set 
aside with very littie hesitation” a lease on 
the estate of Lord Gormanstown. From the 
judgment delivered by Judge O'Hagan it seems 
that the farm of Patrick McDermott was orig- 
inally bei by the family ata rental of £0. This 
rent wadZcradually ruled until in 1874 he was 
paying £40. In that year.a slip of paper was 
sent to the tenant tell pe him thatin future he 
would na ve to pay £66 los. Mr. McDermott re- 
fused to submit quietiy to this, and suggested 
that valuators should be appuinted by both par- 
ties to determine a fair rent. Lord Gormans- 
town refused to dn this, and the result was that 
a notice to quit was served on the tenant, and 
the not ce wus followed by an ejectment process. 
In 1877 a new DOtice to duit was served, and, asa 
consequence, McDermott accepted the lease of 
which he now Begs ee The clauses of the 
lease were read by Judge ©’ Hagan, ana were 
ecrongly condemned. In the end he announced 
that the court was of opinion that the lease was 
one containing provisions unreasonable and un- 
fair to the tenant, and that it would be, there- 
fore, set aside with the Ordivary costs. 


Ir is refreshing in these days of supreme 
selishnéss when a citizen voluntarily presents 
himself and, opposing public Opinion, sacrifices 
his time, labor. and modey for the public good. 
Mr. Hesing and Mr. Edward Roby bave been 
nominaily eodeavoring to arrest the vacation of 
La Salle street and the erection of a new Board 
of Trade by judicial proceedings. Fortunately, 
however, Mr. Roby has explained by a card in 
the newspapers that, believing the Board of 
Trade was about to make great extrenditures 
having at the same time a great cloud on the 
title tothe land, and thereby subjecting the 
board to suits and blackmailing annoyances in 
the future, he and bis client instituted the re- 
cent proceedings, not from any hostile motives 
but simply to remove this cloud“ on the title 
of the board's property, and leave it free for all 
time t we from any vexatious suits or black- 
mailing claims by any person under any pretense 
whatever. Such patriotism is so rare and so 
commendabie that it is worthy of full credit. 

Tun Bourborn Democrats of Kentucky 
find themselves in an unfortunate position. In 
addition to the formidabie bolt from the party, 
their candidate for Clerk of the Court of Ap- 
peals, the only State officer to be elected this 
year, is giving them serious trouble. He re- 
cently visited Louisville, and while there con- 
ducted himself in sucha manner as to arouse 
the severest censure. Even the Courter-Journal 
18 compelled to say that “his visit was not a 
profitabie or pleasant one, a fact which will 
probably be emphasized before the matter is 
dismissed from public attention.”

REPORTS OF A PEACE BETWEEN CHILI AND 
BOLIVIA NS FOR ae 
THE NEWS. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaen Triduns. 

Wasurnoron, D. G., April 8.—It has been ro- 
ported that Bolivia and Chili have made peace, 
Rolivia agreeing to any terms which Chil: may 
exact from Peru. This report seems strange, in 
view of the facet that Bolivia, at the outset, was 
an active ally of Peru in the late war, and that 
it was quite as much on account of Bolivia as of 
Peru that Chili went to wat. This report further 
states that Bolivia has assented to the demands 
of Chili, and in return has obtained from Chili 
the right to receive ber imports through 
such Peruvian ports as may hereafter be 
under the control of Chill, at 50 per cent less 
rates than Pern bitherto has exacted. Pains 
da ve been taken to inquire of persons likely to 
Kuow whether any such secret treaty has been 
made, and a gentleman here qualitied and au- 
thorized to speak for Bolivia denies this repur3 
in this language: 

“WE WILL HAVE NOTHING TO DO 
with settling the terms of peace on such a basis. 
We are well enough off so far as we are con- 
cerned. Neither the irooclads nor the armies 
of Chili cama reach our territory. We have 
no sGacoast to defend, and the mountains 
protect our frontier. Hence we can afford to 
wait and take the chances, Nature detends us, 
as it did Rassia against Napoleon. We have, 
therefore, no ground for fear ourselves. and we 
certainly shall not consent, for the sake of a 
small bribe in the shape of reduced import 
duties, to the dismemberment of a friendly 
power and ally. We are not concerned lest 
merchandise which our market demands will be 
uuable to Gnd its way thither. If necessary, 

WE CAP IMPORT THROUGH BRAZIL. 
Moreover, British aud French mercantile inter- 
ests will probably see to it that the ordnary 
channels of trade will not be arbitrarily ciosed 
by Chili. It may be added that this position of 
Bolivia, as thus outlined, meets with the un- 
qualified admiration of Brazil and most of the 
other South American Btates. 

CHILI'S DEMANDS ON PERU,

saw cause fur it the sarcusms flashed out from 
ber as the sparks fly from lacerated steel. Car- 
lyle, on his side, did vot und in his marriage the 
miracGlous transformation of Nature which be 
had promised himself. He remained lonely and 

yspeptic, by thoughts and convic- 
tions which struggied in bim for utterance, aad 
which could be fused and cast into form only 
(as I have beard him say) when bis whole mind 
was like a furnace at white heat. The work 
which he bas doae is before the world, and the 
worid bas long acknowledged what it oves to 
bim. It would not have been done as well, per- 
baps it would never bave deen done at all, if he 
had not bud a women at bis side who would bear, 
witbout resenting it, the outbreaks of his dys- 
peptic humor, and would shield bim from the 
petty trouoles of a poor mau's lite from vexa- 
tions which would bave irritated him to mad- 
npess—by her own incessant toll. -With this the 
Art volume of the * Life” ends.

and throws some light upon the terrible mental 
struggie—iong-cuutiayed, indeed uever-ended 
—to reconcile bis own faith with revealed re- 
ligion. Froude callie bim “a Calvinist without 
the theology. Tune materialistic theory he cer- 
tainly rejected—all the strength and force of 
his nature rebelied against it. Yet he sought to 
convince bis beart by the power of his reason, 
and there was a constant war in his mind be- 
tween that which be wished to believe as 
a sentiment and that which his acutely- 
eritical mind forced him to accept 
as a trutb. That Carlyle was in 
the best sense of the word @ religious man none 
but the verlest bigot would deny. yet no creed 
could claim him, no Cuurth reckoned the grand 
thinker among its commuoaicauts. The excerpts 
from bis writings and the letters printed in che 
Lite leave the question of Cariyle's religion 
open. 

In 1828 we find Carlyle and his wife at their 
solitary home in Craigenputtock.and here hard 
by the birthplace of the people's poet the essay 
on Burns was written. Here Jeffrey visited him, 
bis coming marking an oasis in the dreary desert 
of the mooriand life. Jeffrey protested in vain 
against his friend's from the 
world, and begged of nim to take 
care the obealth of Mrs. Cariyie.

Glancing over the “journal” of 1830 we find 
the note under date of Oct. 28, “ Written a 
strange piece ‘On Clothes. Know not what will 
come of It.“ 

“SARTOR RESARTUs”’

Clothes-Philosopher was olfered under the title 
of “Teufelsdrédekh” to Lovdun magazive 
editors and ed. Carlyle thougbt earnestly 
of a life of Luther, and contempiated a 
six months’ sojourn in Germany for the 
collection of material, but it was not to be, and 
he filled in bis time writing essays on Jean Paul, 
Mme. de Stael, and ou history, fighting flercly on 
in face of all discouragements. In June of 1830 
died Margaret Carlyle, the most deep:y-loved of 
all bis sisters, and the father followed soon. 

Jeffrey again visited Craigenputtock in Sep- 
tember of this year and renewed his offer of 
pe mene | assistance, only to be again refused. 

e almost quarreied with Cariyle for bis obsti- 
— but argumeats were useless with a man so 
confident of bis own powers. Thoroughly char- 
acteristic of the man is this: 

them! {said Carlyle, bitterly, as one 
disappointment trod on the heels of another}, 
hang them! Ihave a book in me that will cause 
eers to tingle, and one day out it must and will 
issue. In this valiey of the shaduw of magazine 
editors we shail not always linger. Courage! 
Not nope—for she was always a liar—but cour- 
agel courage!” 

And following on this came the book which did 
Cause art to tingie, “Sartor Resartus,” on 
which he now set to work iu earnest. 

In 1831 came the great vbange in English pol- 
itics. Lord Grey became Prime inister, 
Brougham Chancellor, and Jeffrey Lord Advo- 
cate. Great Britain went wild over Pariliamen- 
tary reform, and the public mind was preparing 
itself rapidly for the coming of the new pubiic 
teacher.

Residence on the Lake-Shore Drive. 
The residence which is being built for Potter 
Palmer on the Lake-Shore drive will be a hand- 
some and noticeabie work of architecture. It is 
hurd to describe the style of the building, as it is 
rather au odd one for a residence, but perhaps 
it may be as well to cali it a domestic 
casteliated one. It will be built of Canada gray 
limestone, with streaked blue trimmings. As it 
faces the drive, it will present at one end a 
tower eighty feet high and twenty-four feet 
square at the top. On the other ead a magnifi- 
cent conservatory will be built, the windows 
from the drawing-room opening into it. The 
ground floor will contain six rooms. besides the 
large hall, consisting of reception-room, draw- 
ing-room, library, dining-roum, etc. The draw- 
ing-roow is fifty-two feet long by enty-two 
wide. One end of it will be devoted to statuary 
and other works of art. The conservatory will 
be sixty-two feet iu length and thirty-six feet 
wide. The second floor will be devoted to 
chambers, boudoirs, bath-rooms, servants’ 
rvows, etc. There is also an entrosol on which 
are addinonal servants’ rooms. The Dbuiid- 
is to be theroughiy ftire-proof, and 
will cost about $200,000. Work on the 
basement is pow bei prosecuted, and it isin- 
tended that the buliding will be completed and 
ready for oecupany in the fall. The urchiteots 
are Cobb & Frost, who are also the architects of 
the building to be erected for the Union Club.

EDUCATIONAL REFORM. 


Weakness of Common-Schoel Methods 
—Manual-Traluing Schools. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 

CrIcaGao, April 8.—Several causes have con- 
tributed to the present agitation of the subject 
of a need of a more practical education for the 
youth or the country. 

l. Tothe allegation of professional educators 
generally that the existmg commdon-school sys- 
tem is substantially perfect the public inter- 
poses a fiat denial, tusisting that nothing buman 
is perfect, and arguing that the very fact of the 
allegation is a confession that the fraternity of 
teachers fails to apprehend the supreme need or 
the hour—a step forward in the direction of 
training the reason, 

2. It is notorivus that a complete common- 
school course entails upon the pupil a distaste 
for manual labor, and causes him to seek ad- 
mission to the counting-room orto a piace be- 
hind the merchant's counter; and this is natural, 
since he is utterly without knowledge of any 
brauch of remunerative labor. 

3. It notorious that the college graduate who 
even wins the highest honors of his class is ut- 
terly beipiess in the presence of the actual du- 
ties of life, since he is entirely without practical 
training, and he naturally embraces one of the 
so-called learned professions—law, medicine, or 
theology. 

4. Hence the ranks of the professions and ot 
the mercantile class are giutted to the poiot of 
ruin, and the ranks of skilled labor depleted to 
the point of the necessity of importing foreign- 
ers to fill the wap. 

5. The eflicienvy of our educational system is 
Ridin A even in an intellectual point of 
view, for more than 90 per cent of our mer 
chants fuil of success, and the learued profes- 
sions are largely filled with incum petents— the 
protession of law with “ shyste tuut of med- 
icine with “ quacks,”’ and that of thevlogy with 
weuk lings. 

Tuis inductive method of reasont 
denounced as inconclusive. It does no indeed. 
remove all doubt, but it bas bad an effect upon 
the public mind, and it bas induced a trial of 
the deductive method of inquiry with startling 
results. itis fortunate for the cause of educa- 
tivuul reform that this trial occurred in Massa- 
chusetts, where the common- school system may 
justly be assumed to be as efficiently conducted 
as in any part of the couutry. 

In 1878 doubt of the efficiency of the schools of 
Nortolk County, long indulged, culmmated in 
action by the Association of School Oommit- 
tes and Superintendents.” It was insisted 
by certain members of the committee 
that the existing methods we about 
as good us human intelligence could devise,” 
and by others that the peuple were getting no 
adequate returns for the money expended 3 
the system in general use.” It was tesolved t 
institute a searching investigation, and the 
standard for the measurement of the acquire- 
wents of pupils adopted was, “a reusonabie de- 
gree of abitity to read, to write legibly, correct- 
ly, and grammatically, and to deal readily with 
simple mathematics after about eight years of 
schooling. 

The association selected Mr. A. Wal- 
ton, au experienced educator, to make the ex- 
amination of the schools of the county, and the 
number of pupils ex» mined exceeded 3.000. In 
their preface to Mr. Walton’s report the gentle- 
meu of the association say: 

“Publicity, diseussion, and discontent are 
wholesome things to apply to school mapage- 
ment in Massachusetts. ‘hat this is a fait sam- 
ple of the results now accomplished cannot be 
yuestioned. But though they may not be tlat- 
tering to our pride, we yet believe they are 
as good as can be obtained in any other county 
in Massachusetts, or, indeed, of any other State

THE HORSE'S MOTIONS, 


As Shown in a Series of Views by In- 
Stantancous Photography, with a 
Study on Animai Mechanics.

Most peopie know what the rhythm of a horse’s 
feet sounds like; but no one before the publica- 
tion of Dr. Stülman's book was ever able to de- 
tect what the most rapid action of a horse’s feet 
looks like. To Gov. Leland Stanford, of Califor- 
nia, belongs the honor of first solving the prob- 
lem; and the results are most interesting in 
themselves, and upset some of the art-ideas, as 
shown in equestrian drawiugs, of twenty cen- 
turies. He had a number of cameras arranged 
and electrically operated under such conditions 
that a horse passing them at any pace would 
have a single stride photographed twenty- 
four times at intervals of one horizon- 
tal foot. The pictures thus show every 
position of the legs and body during the stride 
with unerring accuracy; and the twenty-four 
successive silhouets, placed on a single plate, 
give the clew to the mechanical action. Ana- 
tomical dissection completed the demonstration. 
Dr. Stillman has spread these results before the 
public, and analyzes the anatomy and mechan- 
em of the horse so cleverly that the beautiful 
harmony of action iu each gait is shown as per- 
tectly as Mr. Corliss could explain his steam- 
engine. 

‘The run, for instance, is divided into five peri- 
ods, during four of which the weight of the 
body is sustained and propelled by each foot 
successively, and during the fifth period the 
body is in the air. Merely to state this fact at 
once explams to any one who has ridden a 
thorougbored in his great stride the peculiar 
1-2-3+4-pause rhythm of his feet upon the 
ground. To understand just how the legs 
bear and further the weight of the body 
requires study of the plates. Two or three 
things only can be mentioned. In the fifth 
period, during which ali the feet are in the air, 
the horse has his legs closely assembied under 
bim, the hind ones gathering to reach forward 
to the ground first, the fore legs to be thrust 
out to do their work later. This ut once shows 
why we see the racer’s legs under bim, and not 
spread-eugie fasbion, as in the racug-plates. 
The only approach to the spread position is 
when ove fore and one bind foot are actually on 
the ground. Again, the final thrust of the body 
into theair, to enable the animai to gather, is 
not, as one would —1 — given by the bind 
legs, but by one of the fore legs. Percival’s the- 
ory is that in the run the bind legs do the pro- 
pelling, while the fore legs merely sustain the 
fore parts of the body; Stonehen«e’s theory is 
that the run is a succession of leaps. The tre- 
mendous propulsive power exerted by the fure- 
legs has never been shown till now. in these 
plates the gathered positions of tue run are the 
only ones which convey the impression of great 
speed and vigor. lu the otaer positions, even 
after we accept them as true, earnest search 
fuils to yield this idea, though a part of the diffi- 
ecuity is no doubt due to the warping of our 
minds from long acceptance of faise artistic 
types. All gaits are successively illustrated in 
like manner as the run, and expiained with great 
intelligence clearness—careful contrast be- 
us drawn between the gaite of the horse and 
that of the deer, hou bullocks, and
